Applicant received a Determination of Patent Term Adjustment ("PTA") under 35 

U.S.C. § 1 54(b) along with the February 8, 2006, Notice of Allowance for the above captioned ^ 

Application. The Determination indicated that the patent term adjustment under 35 ^C, 

U.S.C. § 154(b) is 246 davs .

Subsequently, Applicant received an Issue Notification that indicated that the PTA would 

be reduced to 155 days . Applicant reviewed the PTA as disclosed on the USPTO's Patent 

Application Information Retrieval System (PAIR) and discussed the PTA with the USPTO's 

representative at the Office of Patent Legal Administration. The PTA calculation retrieved from 

the PAIR system and the representative at the USPTO indicated that the filing of a 

"Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" on May 8, 2006 prompted the reduction in the PTA. However,

the "Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" was a Statement of Good Faith which should not have 
resulted in a PTA reduction. 

In particular, the filing of a Good Faith Statement, which is required under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.705, if an attorney notices a discrepancy in the PTA, should not result in PTA reduction. See 
MPEP 2733 ("If a registered practitioner receives a notice of allowance with a patent term 
adjustment that is longer than expected, the practitioner should disclose the error to the Office in 
compliance with the practitioner's duty of candor and good faith in practice before the Office"); 
37 C.F.R. § 1.705 and 65 FR 56365 (Sept. 18, 2000), comment 34. 

Further, the "Clarification of 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(10) - Reduction of Patent Term 
Adjustment for Certain Types of Papers Filed After a Notice of Allowance Has Been Mailed," 
12470G1 1 1 (6/26/01), does not list a Statement of Good Faith, which is required under a 
practitioner's duty of candor and good faith in practice before the Office, as an example of a 
submission after a Notice of Allowance which would cause substantial interference and delay in 
the patent issue process. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfiilly submits that the filing of a Good Faith Statement on 
May 8, 2006 should not have resulted in a PTA deduction. Consequently, the PTA should be 
275 days (PTO delay of 326 days minus Applicant delay of 171 days). 

This request is timely filed within two months from the issue date the patent (September 
26, 2006) which indicates a revised patent term adjustment relative to the patent term adjustment 
indicated on the notice of allowance.
